The ex-President of Chile Puts a ‘Bul- 
let Through His Brain. ) 


He Has Heen Hidden All the Time in 
Santiago. 


A Statement Left—He Did What He 
Thought Right—Not Responsible 
for Many Outrages—Deceived 
by His Generals.

New York, Sept. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
cablegram states that ex-President Bal- 
maceda of Chile, shot himself thropgh 
the temple in his room at the Argentine 
legation in Santiago, on Saturday morn- 


ing. 


The story became known in Valpara- 
iso Saturday afternoon .and created the 
greatéstexcitement.. Last evening the 


every hand were heard sounds of re- 
joicing. 

It now seems that the story that Bal- 
meceda escaped on a United States 
steamer to San Francisco was errone- 
ous. Instead, he left Santiago August 
29, in the hope of escaping from the 
country, but finding every avenue 
closed returned to the city September 
2, and went direct to the Argentine 
legation. Sincethen he has been ex- 
tremely nervous. No one save the Ar- 
gentine minister and one other man 
devoted to Balmaceda was permitted to 
see him. 

About 8.o’clock Saturday morning a 
pistol shot was heard in Balmaceda’s 


room, and Senor Urriburia rush- 
ing -in found that the ex-Presi- 
dent had just put a_ bullet 


into his brain. The Junta was notified 
and a committee immediately went to 
‘the. house and viewed the body,--As-the 
news spread crowds of people gathered 
around the Argentime legation. They 
cheered, fiooted and neaxly went into a 
frenzy over the death of their late 
enemy. Above all were heard shouts

A Rapid Increase of the Pest Noted In Cen- 
tral Kansas. 


Seneca (Kan.,) Sept. 18.—[{Corre- 
spondence.| For some time past there 
has been a large number of wolves 
noticed in this county, but little was 


thought of the increase, for the people, © 


who saw them simply thought that the 
animals were simply showing themselves 
more frequently than usual. . it has de- 
veloped, however, that there has been 


la rapid increase ofthe animals aad they 


are now in such numbers as to become a 


nuisance to the farmers. For the 
past three years there has been 
little hunting in this county and 


the result is that the wolves now rove 
in bands all overthe country. It is no 


unusual thing for the farmers tosee sev- 


eral of the big gray fellows every morn- 
ing as they get out to work. In some 
instanoes they have become so bold that 
they go directly to the houses and prowl 
around the yards during the daytime. 

Several farmers report the loss of young 
stock, such as lambs, pigs, calves, etc.,

and the people are beginning to fear | 


that when cold weather sets in the ani- 
mals will become so desperate from 
hunger that they will not stop at stock, 
but will attack human beings. 

These wolves are not the coyotes, but 
are the big gray prairie wolves which 
| hunt in packs and become decidedly 
ferocious during the winter. There is 
a bounty on their scalps, but the farm- 
ers have been so busy getting their im- 
mense crops ont.of the way that they 
have not had time to hunt down the 
beasts. Along the creek bottoms and 
in timber land the animals can be seen 
at any hour of the day,’and it is impossi- 
ble to drive on any road in the county 
at any time without seeing some of 
them or hearing them howl.

Farewell Sermons Delivered by 
‘Rey. Dr. Cantine. 


_ The Chureh Crowded at Both Morning 
and Evening Services. 


The Pastor Reviews His Work of the 
Past Five Years. 


Dr. Chichester’s Sermon at the Immanuel 
Church—Interesting and Instruc- 
tive Discourse—Relig- 
ious Notes. 


Large congregations gathered yester- ' 
day at the First Methodist Chtirch to 
listen to the farewell sermons of Rev.. 
R.S. Cantine. He chose the same text 
for his morningsermon that he preached 
from five years ago when he first stood 
in the pulpitof the church. It was 
from Luke xix, 10. Before the sermon 
he received into full membership four 
persons, and immediately following his 
brief address gave a review of the work 
cc hed, not only in the past year, 
but in the five years during which he 
has been pastor of the church. At that 
time he found on the church records 
’ 623 members. Since then he has re- 
ceived into the church from probation, 
808; by letter, 1056; making a total 
of 1982. Of this number, 946 have 
been granted letters, 41 have been 
removed by death and 19 have with- 
drawn, leaving a membership of 976 at 
the present time, 176 of whom are ab- 
sent members, so there are just 800 
communicants on the church books. 
Six branch churches have gone out 
from the mother church in these five 
ears, namely: Simpson, Union Avenue, 
ellevue Avenue, Vincent, Swedish 
Methodist and the colored Methodist. 
Three niissions besides the Chinese and 
Japanese have been formed: the Sev- 
enth-street mission, Georgia Bell and 
Pico Heights. 

Dr. Cantine during his’ ministry here 
has babtized 112 adults and 78 infants; 
married 336 couples; attended 585 
funerals; made 7025 calls; preached 
468 regular sermons, and dedicated 
and re-opened 17 churches. Durin 
these five years the church has raise 
in current expenses and benevolences 
the sum of $68,173, or an avérage of 
more than $12,000 per year. Of this 
sum. $19,867. was for the pastor’s, 
bishop’s and presiding elder’s salaries; 
$16,425 was for building and improve- 
ments,. and $8038 for incidental ex- 

enses. Besides this there have been 

arge personal charities, one member 
alone having given $27,000 in church 
benevolences. After making this state- 
ment Dr. Cantine said that there was 
yet a debt amounting to the trifling 
sum of $1247, which he wanted and in- 
tended to raise then and there, as he 
did not wish his successor to find any 
financial burden upon his hands. In the 
face of the stupendous figures already 
mentioned, it looked rather doubtful if 
it could be done, but Fort Street Metho- 
dist Church is always ready to rally on 
_ the money question. Dr. Cantine 
started the ball rolling by saying that

Mysterious Fire on Upper Main 
Street Yesterday. 


Narrow Escape of a Man and a 
Woman from Death. 


Too Drunk to Give Any Explanation 
of the Occurrence. 


The Woman Badly Burned About the 
- Face and Head—Escape of the 
Man—Probable Origin 
of the Fire. 


There came near being a double trag- 
edy on the corner of Walters and Upper 
Main streets at 4:20 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

On the southwest corner are a lot of 
old frame buildings that have been oc- 
cupied for years by small second-hand 
dealers and saloon-keepers. . At the 
above time a fire was discovered in the 
second story of one of these buildings a 
few doors from Walters street, on Upper 
Main, and the alarm was promptly 
turned in. A crowd gathered around 
the place in a very few minntes, and 
just as the flames were bursting through 
the roof a partly-dressed woman rushed 
from the house by way of the rear 
stairs. 

What little clothing she had on had 
caught fire and had it not been for the 
prompt action of the men into whose 
arms she ran, the Coroner would have 
had a case. The woman’s burning 
clothing was soon put out and she was 
sent to the receiving hospital for medical 
treatment. 

A few painful burns were found about 
her head and hands, but she was not 
otherwise injured. She was intoxicated 
to such ‘an extent that she could tell 
nothing further than that she rented the 
room yesterday morning and took some 
provisions and tobacco up stairs and in- 
tended to cook her meals on a little coal 
oil stove. She denied that anyone was 
with her, notwithstanding the fact that 
a man was seen running down the back 
stairs just after her. 

He was covered with blood and 
seemed to be in a bad condition, but he 
managed to escape in the excitement 
andupto a late hour last night the 
officers had not succeeded in finding 
him. 
From other/sources the officers learned 
that the woman, who is knownin the 
neighborhood as ‘‘Old Mary Moore,”’’ and 
the man secured the room yesterday, 
moving and packing a lot of truck up- 
stairs. The woman has a room across 
the street, and it is supposed that she 
went up-stairs with the man for the 
purpose of carousing during Sunday. 

' From the man’s bloody condition it is 
believed that he and the woman quar- 
reled and fought, and during the scuffle 
the coal oil stove was capsized, causing 
the fire. Both had a narrow escape, 
and had they been a little drunker they 
would certainly have perished in the 
flames. 

The fire department turned out 
promptly and succeeded in getting the 
fire under control before it worked its 
way down to thé first floor. The first

dealer, who had $500 or $600 worth of 
furniture and other stuff stored in the 
building.

_ Care of Poultry.

There is no department of farming 


than chickens, provided they receive 
the same care and treatment. I know 
a farmer who has fed his hogs regularly 
twice each day, watered them once a 
day, has agood, warm place for them 
and yet never had ahen house. He ‘is 
now buying corn to keep his hogs alive 
until grass comes, when they will 
probably be worth what he paid for 
them last fall. Had he given hogs the 
same treatment he did his fowls, he 


would have saved the expense of buying 


corn for them. I know other farmers 
that clean out their stables ‘and give 
their horses good, clean bedding every 
day, giving them the necessary food to 
make them strong and useful, rub°and 
curry them half an hour each day, but 
have never found time to clean up the 
poultry house since the day it was built. 
The results are that the horses are fat 
and sleek, and the chickens always sick. 
Asa genera] rule on, the farm, espe- 
cially in winter, chickens have to do 
without. water, except when it rains, 
when they getit all over, and if they 
take a grain of feed from the hogs, 
they do it at the risk of their lives. 
Yet the farmer don’t see where there is 
any money in poultry. ©

Worms for Chickens. 

{Orchard and Farm.] 

As you have published my other letter 
in the April number of your paper, I 
will send you another little item that 
may interest your readers now that the 
dry season is here and worms and bugs 
are scarce. Many poultry-raisers are 
so situated that they are often at a loss 
for meat scraps for their chickens. I 
. have found it a good plan to dig a piece 
of ground about two by eight feet, 
throwing out three inches of soil, then 
spade the bottom ofthe trench to the 
depth of about sixinches. On this put 
six inches of rotted stable manure, and 


the trench through it and trample it 
moderately, soastomake a slight dg- 
pression, inwhich a supply of water 
shouldrun, never allowing it to thor- 
oughly dry. Inashort time there wil! 
beanimmense supply of worms that 
may bespaded up for the fowls, or a 
quantity of the earth and worms may be 
carried to the fowls éach day. 


Many will have to haryest their pea- 
nuts during September. Whether dar 
by machine or hand they should be well 
dried before they are stacked, so they 
will not mould. The nuts are usualli 
pulled from the vines by women and 
children. The nuts should be cleaned 
of all leaves and imperfect berries and

THE ITATA’S TROUBLES. 


Another Libel Filed Against, the 
Vessel Yesterday. . 


A Claim of $200,000 for Bringing Her 
Back from Chile. 


A Complete Surprise to the Officers 
| . and the Attorneys. 


Marshal Gard Takes Possession While the 
Appraisers Were Arranging the. 
First Case—The Trip to 
San Diego. 


The appraisers appointed by Judge 
Ross on Friday last, pursuant to agree- 
ment of counsel, in the celebrated Itata 
case, made a flying trip to that vessel 
yesterday and will report their conclu- 
sions when the District Court convenes 

The party, which consisted of Messrs. 
J.C. Ainsworth, W. Banning and Andrew 
Young, appraisers of the vessel; J. Q. 
Tufts, H. Slotterbeck and L. Wunder- 
man, appraisers of the arms and ammu- 
nition; Alexander Campbell, Esq., spe- 
cial assistant counsel for the Govern- 
ment; Hon. S. M. White and G. J. Denis, 
proctors for the claimants of the vessel; 
Deputy Marshal Frank H. Flint; Capt. 
H. Wrede of Yorbaand a Times reporter 
boarded the 8:15 o’clock train at the 
First-street depot yesterday ‘morning 
Marshall G. E. Gard joined them at 
Santa Fe Springs, and after a pleasant 
ride of four-hours’ duration, the tedium 
of which was relieved by a continual 
stream of jokes, anecdotes and reminis- 
cences from the lips of such renowned 
raconteurs as ‘Steve’? White, Judge 
Campbell and Maj. Gard, San Diego 
was reached. » At the depot the visitors 
were received by Capt.. Miguel Tejeda 
and Senor Luis Walker de Martinez, 
who escorted them to the water-front, 
where two of the Itata’s boats, flying 
the Chilean colors at their sterns, and 
manned .by  nattily-uniformed men, 
were in waiting. A smart pull of fif- 
teen minutes on the smooth water of 
the bay, which afforded an excellent 
opportunity for an inspection of the 
beautiful harbor, and tended in no 
slight measure to increase the wolfish 
appetites of the visitors, brought them 
to the companion ladders of the Itata, 
from whose stern also floated the 
Chilean flag. 

The officers of the vessel were effusive 
in welcoming their guests, at whose ser- 
vice the whole ship was placed; and 
aftera brief consultation the appraisers 
at once proceeded to dispose of their 
respective tasks. A tour of inspection 
was made through the vessel, under the 
guidance of several of the officers by 
one party, while the other went brelow 
and examined critically samples ex- 
tracted from the cases of arms and am- 
mnnition stored away in the forward 
part of the upper hold, or ‘“ ’tween 
decks,’’ in nautical parlance. 
At 2:30 o’clock the welcome sound 
of a bell, in the hands of the steward, 
summoned the visitors to the saloon, 
where a sumptuous repast was provided 
for the almost famished ‘‘land-lubbers,”’ 
to most of whom many of the Chilean 
dishes served were novelties. =e 
After dinner a few impromptu toasts 
were made, and the utmost goodfellow- 
ship prevailed, until at 3:30 o’clock, 
and in the teethof a heavy shower of 
rain, the visitors bade adieu to their 
hosts and embarked for the return trip 
to shore inthe ship’s. boats. As not 
one of the crowd was prepared for wet 
weather, the ship’s officers came to the 
rescue gallantly and insisted upon pro- 
viding their guests with oilskins and 
coats, so that no inconvenience was 
experienced. 0 The cars were boarded at 
3:45 o’clock and four hours later the 
party alighted in this city, generally 
tired out, but universally pleased with 
their day’s entertainment. 

It was noticeable that neither Mar- 
shal Gard, his deputy, Frank P. Flint, 
nor Capt. Mannzen participated in the 
banquet on board thelItata, and that the 
first-named officer remained behind 
whenthe rest of the party returned 
ashore, but as no explanation was offered 
little attention was paid to the matter. 
Tur Times man, however, noticed that 
at the San Diego depot, just before the 
train pulled out, Judge Campbell and 
Hon. S. M. White heida brief confer- 
ence, as the result of which the former 
appeared to lose his customary self- 
possession, and labored under consider- 
able excitement. 3 

Upon investigation it was learned. 
that Maj. Gard’s visit to the Itata was 
for the purpose of formally seizing her

PRICE OF SUGAR. 


Why Californians Pay More Than 
Anyone Else. 


The Market Confrolied by Spreckels, Who 
Adds the Freights to the Legiti-. 
mate Profits of the 
Business. 


The following communication has 
been received at Tue office: 
Can you explain to me why it is that 
grantlated sugar sells all over the East at 
twenty-four pounds for $1, and in Los An 
geles and all over the State of California at 
sixteen pounds for $1 as the limit? The 


very day that the duty was taken off from 


sugar, the people of the East got it. for 2 


cents apound less, but the people of this 


State are still paying the same old prices 
they did before the first of April. Spreckels 
controls the markets of the East, andif he 
is compelling the people of his own State to 
pay him 2 cents a pound more than the 
article is worth—the rich and the poor. 
alike—is he not a contemptible frobber? 
Iam and have been for a long time a 
subscriber to your paper, and have looked 
anxiously for something therein to throw 
some light on this subject. It certainly is 
of vital interest to people coming here to 


locate, as to how cheap they can buy the 


necessaries of life, especially to the poor 
p-ople. ‘ 

A well-known wholesale grocer was 
interviewed on the subject by a Times 
reporter Saturday afternoon, and he 
stated that the only reason why Califor- 
nians paid more for sugar than any one 
else was becauseoSpreckels controlled 
the market and refused to allow the 
price to be lowered. The freight on su- 


gar from the East was $2.25 per hun- 


dred, or 2.25 cents per pound. The 
price of the article in the East at 
wholesale was $4.25 per hundred, or 
4.25 cents per pound, making the 
total cost of eastern sugar laid 
down in . California 64% cents 


per pound. Ofcourse sugaris ascheap 


in California as in the East, oreven a 
shade cheaper, but Spreckels simply 
added the freight to his own profits. 
The grocer said it was no doubt an out- 
rage. Neither the wholesaler or re- 
tailer made any additional profit from 
the high prices, all of which went to 
the manufacturer, but he saw no wa

States had to bring her back from 
Iquique, after she had escaped from 
San Diego. - 
The libel alleges that on May 5 last, 
the steamship Itata, a vessel of 1500 
tons, put‘inat the port of San Diego, 
and thus came within the jurisdiction of 
the Southern district of California. 


Phat Marshal Gard, believing—and hav- 


ing good and suificient cause for the be- 
lief that the vessel was being fitted, 
equipped, and prepared for the purpose 
of being employed for piratical ag- 
gression, depredation and_ seizure, 
in violations of sections 4297, 
4298 and 4299 of the revised statutes, 
seized and detained her for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether or not such 
was the case. That afterward, tof wit, 
on May 6, while she was in the custody 
of said Marshal, ie Itata attempted to 
escape, and in her flight did proceed so 
far as the port of Iquique in Chile. That 
in order to pursue, capture and retake 
said vessel, and to return her to the 
custory of the Marshal at San Diego, 
the United States expended a large 
sum, to wit, $100,000, and in wear, 
tear, use and expense of ships of war 
necessitated thereby, the United States 
was damaged in the further sum of 
$100,000. 

The libel, which is in two counts, con- 
cludes with the following prayer: 

Wherefore, the United States prays 
that process in due,form of law, ac- 
cording to the course of this honorable 
court in cases of admiralty and mari- 
time jurisdiction may issue against the 
said vessel or steamship Itata, her 
tackle, apparel, furniture, cargo, guns 


and appurtenances, goods and ef- 
fects -found on board thereof, 
and that all persons having any 


interest therein may be cited to appear 
-and answer on oath all and singular the 
matters aforesaid, and that this honor- 
able-Court may be pleased to decree the 
-payment of the damages as aforesaid, 
and that the said vessel may be con- 
demned and sold to pay the same, and 
that the United States may have such 
other and further relief as in law and 
justice they may be entitled to receive. 
This action on the part of the United 
States Attorney was a severe blow to 
the hopes of the Chilean representatives 
who had been counting on fixing up the 
debated qyestion of bail, and proceed- 
ing to sea again within the next few
